DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I claims 1-15 and 44 in the reply filed on June 7, 
2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 16-43 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/7/04. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The last 
paragraph of page 12 of the specification refers to "Fig. 7 "which figure drawing does not 
exist. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
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Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-15 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Leeetal. P.N. 6,755,956 (Lee). 

Lee discloses a probe (see Fig. 6b) having a substrate 31 , on which are formed catalyst 
dots 33 having attached thereon an array of nanotubes 35. The nanotubes are in a 
cantilever arrangement and the catalyst dots may be a ferromagnetic material as 
described in line 54 of col. 6. Note further that the array as described for example, under 
"EXAMPLE II" are envisioned for use in scanning probe microscopy. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hoppe and Dai et al. disclose carbon nanotube structures. See 
the abstract of each disclosure.
